By R. and W. FRAZER 


This article) concerns vita- 
mins and what they mean to 
growing children. As research 
continues into child health the 
nutritional aspect of it com- 
mands more and more atten- 
tion and the part played by the 
vitamins assumes more im- 
ptrtanae than it has been gi- 
ven in the past. 


For this reason it will. -be 
helpful tc parents if we outline 
some of the principal functions 
of the individual, vitamin ele- 
ments and obtain some idea at 
least as to how each plays iis 
part in the nutrition of the, ra- 
pidly developing body of the 
child.

They may be divided 
veniently, first of all, 
those which are fat solubie 
and chose which are water 
soluble. Two important fat sol- 
uble vitamins are A and D, 
while those of the ‘B group 
complex and vitamin © are 
amongst the water soluble vi-« 

Although present in foods 
only in very small quaniities 
they are each and all necessary 
for the normal functioning of 
the body, 


When the diet ts deficient in 
vitamin A the body may he af-' 
fected in any one or combina- 
tion of several ways, 

The first effect of vitamin 
A deficiency to be recognised 
was retarding of: growth. It 
also plays'a vital part in 
maintaining normal vision. 
Even a moderaite shdriage of 
vitamin A is believed to cause 
“night blindness” and a lessen- 
ed ability to see in a dim light, 
Now while it obviously true!- 
that these lessened effects may 
not be of great consequence to 
a child it must be remembered 
that correct vision is of great 
imoprtance to young eyes be- 
coming accustomed to a great 
deal of school. lessons. The 
pupil whose vision is in any 
degree faulty is obviously la- 
boring under a decided handi- 
cap.
